Previously, claims 15-19 were objected to as being dependent upon rejected 
base claims, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The amendment field on June 
7, 2010 places the claims In the present application in condition for allowance. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
7 and 23-26 are directed to species non-elected without traverse, see response filed on 
July 14, 2008. Accordingly, claims 1-7 and 23-26 been cancelled. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
a. cancel claims 1-7 and 23-26 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
(e.g., 1 5-1 9) recite the light source comprising a sidelight type backlight light guide 
plate, a transmittance angle dependent polarizing layer, which transmits a polarized 
light component of one direction of polarization in normal incident light, and selectively 
reflects the other polarized light component and reflects obliquely incident light, the 
transmittance angle dependent polarizing layer is a polarizing element in which a 
retardation layer is inserted between at least two reflection polarizers having wavelength 
bands, of selective reflection of polarized light, and a reflection plate having a repetitive 
slope structure, wherein the reflection polarizer is a circular/linear, polarization type 
reflection polarizer transmitting circularly/linearly polarized light, the retardation layer 
comprises a layer having a front retardation of almost zero and a retardation of A/8, A/4, 
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or more or two biaxial retardation layer each having a front retardation of about A/2, A/4 
and an Nz coefficient of 1 .5, 2 or more. 

Because none of the references discloses the details of the circular or linear 
reflection polarizer, nor is there any motivation to combine details of the either front 
retardation layer or two biaxial retardation layer, the claims are deemed patentable over 
the prior art of record. 

Weber et al. (USPN 6,025,897) teaches a sidelight type backlight light guide 
plate (34), a polarizing layer (12) which transmits (42) light having a first polarization 
orientation (column 3, lines 25-65; "... ray bundle is incident on the reflective polarizer 
12 which transmits light having a first polarization orientation referred to as "(a)" and 
effectively reflects light'), and selectively reflects (40) the other polarized light 
component is disposed on one surface of the sidelight type backlight guide plate (34), 
and a reflection plate (37, 36, & 39) having a respective slope structure is disposed on 
one other surface of the sidelight type backlight light guide plate (FIG 7; columns 3-4, 
lines 25-1 5; ". . . It should be appreciated that a diffuse reflective surface . . . can be 
formed of transparent surface textured polycarbonate"). Weber et al. fails to include 
details of the circular or linear reflection polarizer and its either front retardation layer or 
two biaxial retardation layer.
